In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 1 32) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The same issues that were addressed in the prior telephonic 
interview were again discussed: 1 ) the interpretation of a claim drawn to "A purified polypeptide comprising..." as 
reading on a crystal of the polypeptide and 2) the enablement of crystals of polypeptides comprising a sequence. Mr. 
Triolo noted that, while the claims are intended as encompassing crystals, they are fully described and enabled, 
referring to the Written Description Guidelines Example 13 and the examples of the Trilateral Agreement regarding 3-D 
structure claims. Regarding the Guidelines, the examiners noted that, while a specification can fully describe a genus 
of polypeptides of a claimed crystalline polypeptide, the crystal itself can still lack adequate description and 
enablement. The examiners noted there is no indication in the facts provided for Example 1 3 of the Guidelines that the 
claims are intended to encompass protein crystals of the polypeptide. The examiners noted this examination policy has 
been discussed with a Technology Quality Assurance Specialist and presented to the public in a Biotech Customer 
Partnership Meeting. According to Mr. Triolo, the rejections are contrary to the Written Description Guidelines and the 
Trialetral Agreement. The examiners suggested that Mr. Triolo present arguments in a response to the latest Office 
action. 
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
